Re- 
cords were broken—both school records and regional ones. 

At the regional track meet in Summersville, PCHS qualified three individuals and 
three relay teams to compete in the State Class AA track meet in Huntington. 

Keith Pondexter qualified in two events—the 100 yd. dash (10.5), and the 200 yd. 
dash (24.04). William Dilley also qualified for state by placing first in the 440 yd. dash 
(51.1). His time set a new regional record. 

The mile and two mile relay teams, and the 440 yd. relay team were qualifiers 
for the state meet. 

At the State meet held in Huntington, PCHS had 21 points and 8th place in over- 
all standings. William Dilley set a new record in placing 2nd in the state in the 220 
yard dash. The mile relay team consisting of Mark Gum, Rick Irvine, William Dilley, 
and David Lee Cassell captured first place at the state meet.
